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Allies Set To Give Up Most Of Indochina

WASHINGTON UP — Top Allied 
leaders are resigned to losing a 
great block of Indochina to the 
Communists. 
The shooting war was around 
Hanoi and peace negotiations be­ 
tween French-led forces and the 
Communists have gone beyond the 
point where the United States can 
influence them decisively. 
The issue of Red Chinese bids 
for recognition and for United Na­ 
tions mem bership is expected to 
press hard upon the heels of any 
Indochina settlement. 
With Moscow needling, this is­ 
sue promises to. make grave trou­ 
ble among the United States, Brit­ 
ain and France in the fall. 
French Pull 
Troops From 
Lido Delta 


Evacuation Of Five 
Cities Reported In 
Red River Rice Land 


HANOI, I n d o c h i n a UP — The 
French announced t o d a y their 
troops 
have 
“ successfully 
com­ 
pleted” evacuation of five fortified 
cities and 2,000 square miles of 
populous rice land in the south of 
the Red River delta. 
Most of the thousands of soldiers 
involved in the massive withdraw 
a1 already have taken up defense 
positions 
farther 
north 
around 
Hanoi, an arm y spokesman said. 
Vietminh efforts to disrupt the 
movement were beaten off with 
only a few French soldiers killed, 
he said, and there was “ almost no 
loss of ammunition, vehicles or 
guns.” 
In Singapore, Associated Press 
Correspondent Larry Allen, who re­ 
cently left Indochina after tw o 
years, reported yesterday that the 
windup of the operation w o u l d 
leave more than half of the stra­ 
tegic Red River delta in control of 
the Communist . led Vietminh and 
put an additional four million Viet­ 
namese under the Red flag. 
The m ajor centers abandoned to 
the rebels were Nam Dinh, Ninh 
Binh, Phat Diem, Lac Quan and 
Thai Binh. They spread in an arc 
50 to 75 miles south and southeast 
of the French headquarters city of 
Hanoi. 
One of the richest prizes to go 
to the Vietminh in the French evac­ 
uation was the six-million-dollar 
cotton spinning mill at Nam Dinh, 
the largest textile factory in Indo­ 
china. 
Hundreds of shops and other bus­ 
inesses run by French civilians 
and 
wealthy 
Vietnamese 
were 
abandoned as thousands of persons 
fled along with the arm y garri­ 
sons. 
The 
evacuated 
area, 
strongly 
Roman Catholic, was a main cen­ 
ter of local resistance to the Com­ 
munists. A French spokesman ac­ 
knowledged that it was a “very 
difficult decision” to leave these 
“ people who had been on o u r 
side” to the m ercy of the Viet­ 
minh. He asserted, however, that

Other forces, too, are working to 
pull the Western Allies apart de­ 
spite the emphasis placed here 
this week on what Sir Winston 
Churchill called an “ unbreakable 
solidarity.” 
It is exactly a week now since 
Churchill flew into Washington by 
his own request to talk, alongside 
Foreign 
Secretary 
Eden, 
with 
President Eisenhower and Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles. 
It has been an intensive week 
in other ways. Talks on the South­ 
east Asian crisis have been held 
by Dulles with Australia’s Foreign 
Minister Richard Casey, New Zea­ 
land’s Ambassador Leslie Munro 
and Thailand’s foreign minister, 
Prince Wan Waithayakon. The sit­ 
uation has been touched upon in 


official British - American state­ 
ments, in a Churchill talk and in 
an Eisenhower press conference.

with Britain are for the moment 
a little better, but do not shou 
very much improvement in basic 
ways.

History Cannot Be Rushed 


More persuasive than anything he could have 
said during his visit in Washington was Prim e 
M inister Churchill’s prestige in statesm anship. 
He has lived long enough to bear his diplo­ 
m atic disappointments with as much dignity 
as he bears his accomplishments. He does not 
have to apologize for his record. 
In that respect, he is like his American friend, 
Bernard Baruch, who is famous for giving 
his contem poraries some of the best advice 
they never heeded. Churchill has warned the 
world of more trouble in advance than his con­ 
tem poraries ever were willing to avert by tak­ 
ing his warnings seriously. 
His accum ulating wisdom has revealed to him 
what still is veiled from the eyes of his Ameri­ 
can counterparts—that history cannot be rushed. 
There are no sudden developments in inter­ 
national relations. There are only sudden reali­ 
zations of events that have been a long time 
in the making. 
Am ericans are proverbially impatient. They 
are prone to demand overnight solutions to 
age-old problems and to rem ake the world in 
their own image with an appropriation of a few 
billion dollars. They are impatient about opposi­ 
tion and intolerant of misunderstanding. 
They are reluctant to concede that a man 
who has lived as long as Churchill and has 
forgotten more 
about 
international 
relations 
than most men ever will learn m ay have good 
advice to offer. But when they consider his 
prestige, they cannot forget that he earned it 
by being right more often than he was wrong. 


State Of Normalcy 


Economists are using the word “ m ixed” to 
describe the signs and portents of the times. 
At the beginning of the second half of the 
calendar year, they find themselves looking at 
a combination of both favorable and unfavor­ 
able statistics. 
They see no signs of a boom. But on the other 
hand, they see no signs of a collapse. Things 
are not as lively as they were when the Korean 
w ar boom was stimulating output and purchas­ 
ing power. But things are not nearly so apathetic 
as the prophets of gloom were trying to make 
them appear early this year. 
The best of the educated guesses coincide 
closely with that of the White House economic 
adviser, Dr. Arthur F. Burns, who declared in 
an interview' a few weeks ago that he could 
see nothing 
to 
stop America 
from 
moving 
steadily forward in the direction of his own 
optimism about its future. 


Aside from economics, which are in them ­ 
selves as much an effect as a cause, there is 
another place where gloomy predictions failed 
to m aterialize. 
The system atic attack launched against popu­ 
lar confidence last winter by certain factions 
which had everything to gain and nothing to 
lose if confidence faltered was a failure. 
Confidence did not falter. In the places where 
it was and still is being challenged sharply — 
the areas whose production is geared directly 
to the automobile business — it has taken its 
hardest blows. But even in these places there 
has been no serious damage to morale. The 
slump is regarded as tem porary and subject to 
improvement during the second half of the year. 
It has become evident to a great many people 
at about the same time and for about the 
sam e reasons that something approaching old­ 
fashioned normalcy has been restored to Amer­ 
ican living — a state in which things are neither 
as good or as bad as they might but are about 
as good as they can reasonably be expected to 
be.

The problem that faces Malone’s they foster the greatest m easure of 
committee is: Precisely what is 
the situation of the United States 
with regard to m inerals, metals 
and other straegic m aterials. 
This committee has produced a 
tremendous volume of technical 
data, difficult to read at times but 
all of it extremely important. 
The assumption has heretofore 
been that the United States was 
short of certain strategic m ater­ 
ials which could only be m a d e 
available by overseas commerce 
which could be shut down swiftly 
in the event of war. 


FOR INSTANCE, tin and rubber 
from Malaya might be withheld 
from us should Red China come 
into possession of that country. 
According to the Malone report, 
77 m inerals and m aterials, includ­ 
ed in this report, are vital to the 
maintenance of the American econ­ 
omy and its prowess as a m ilitary 
force. It lays down this finding 
absolutely: 
“ The Western Hemisphere will 
be the only dependable source of 
the critical raw m aterials in the 
event of an all-out world war. 
“ The delivery of any such crit­ 
ical m aterials to this nation across 
a m ajor ocean during such a con­ 
flict will be highly 
‘problemat­ 
ical’.” 
This position is unquestionable in 
the nature of modern warfare. The 
oceans can be closed down until 
one pow'er or the other gains a total 
victory. The schnorkel submarine, 
the atomic subm arine and the long­ 
distance airplane make the ocean 
lanes of traffic unsuitable in war. 
The Pacific Ocean was unsafe 
for the transportation of supplies of 
rubber and tin during World War 
II, with the result that the United 
States was forced to develop a 
synthetic rubber industry based on 
the Baruch Report. 
It will be forgotten, of course, 
how Fiorello La Guardia desper­ 
ately collected tin cans in the hope 
of meeting the tin crisis, cans 
which eventually helped to fill the 
Jersey meadows. 


self-sufficiency in the production of 
the critical m aterials. 
“ It is vital to our domestic wel­ 
fare, economy and security that 
maximum economic production be 
maintained within our borders. 
“ The Western Hemisphere can 
be defended. 
“ The Western Hemisphere can 
be made self-sufficient in the pro­ 
duction of the critical m aterials 
which are essential in war and in 
peace.” 


IN TIME OF WAR. there will 
be 
no 
alternative 
to 
self-suf­ 
ficiency. Once the oceans are clos­ 
ed down to commerce, we shall 
have to exist on w’hat we have 
within our own boundaries or what 
we have stockpiled or what we can 
bring to our sm elters and mills 
from within the W’estern Hemis­ 
phere. 
Much of our thinking on this sub­ 
ject has been based on the as­ 
sumption that many strategic min­ 
erals and m aterials were available 
only in Europe, Asia or Africa. 
It is like that famous speech on 
“ acres of diam onds” : We seek all 
over the world for what can be 
found in our back-yard. The com­ 
m ittee found: 
“ During the last two decades 
established procurem ent practices 
have dangerously increased our 
dependence upon nations across 
m ajor oceans for the critical m a­ 
terials without which this nation 
cannot survive. 
“ Evidence is conclusive that we 
have become dependent upon over­ 
seas suppliers across such m ajor 
oceans for m any of such critical 
m aterials. We m ust avoid depend­ 
ence upon an overseas supplier to 
the extent that he could suddenly 
render us impotent by withdraw­ 
ing supplies of critical m aterials 
during a world conflict, or could 
use such dependence as a political 
or economic bargaining lever.” 
The supply of m inerals and es­ 
sential m aterials is the first task 
of war preparedness in this age.

In The American Scene 


The Ohio Supreme Court’s unanimous 
de­ 
cision that the Ohio Turnpike Commission has 
no authority in existing law to ban roadside 
advertising outside is right of way throws this 
policy question to the Ohio General Assembly. 
Before it can be decided there, some con­ 
stitutional questions as well as questions about 
advertising practice will have to be given an 
airing. 
We can be as burned up about too m a n y 
billboards and roadside signs as an y b o d y else. 
We wonder sometimes who is responsible for 
letting advertisers incur ill will at their own 
expense by overdoing a practice that must be 
carried on with restraint if it is going to pro- 
J 
duce good results. We wonder the same thing 
about some of the advertising practices on radio 
and television. 
But advertising of all kinds is part of the j 
American way of Jiving. The outdoor sign and 
the billboard are in the American scene. While 
it m ay be thoroughly desirable for toll roads j 
to be free of this sort of thing, we think there | 
has to be a limit to the jurisdiction of the 
authorities which build them and operate them. 
That limit would seem to be the limit of the 
toll-road right-of-way. 
If a farm er’s wife wants Ohio Turnpike trav­ 
elers to know she has fresh eggs to sell and 
has enough gumption to put up a sign on 
her own property, we don’t want anyone threat­ 
ening to have the law on her. We feel pretty 
certain the m em bers of the General Assembly 
will feel that way, too. 


When H arry S. Trum an agreed

readied to fly Truman from Kan­ 
sas City to Milwaukee — and the 
former Chief Executive finally did 
come because he had promised to 
show the world that music doesn’t 
always come out of a juke box. 
They played, and the notes were 
heard ’round the wrorld. “ H arry” 
stayed just a while. He told Jim m y 
and one or two others, among oth­ 
er things, that he felt the Indo­

we’ve faced in almost a decade. 


OF COURSE, there was t a l k 
about M argaret Truman. The ex- 
President said that he and “ the 
M rs." wanted very much to go to 
her theatrical debut, but that he 
had followed a policy of not putting 
in an appearance w hich w'.o u I d 
seem to plug his daughter. Then 
he said he had seriously considered 
donning a black - beard disguise 
to go. Jim m y looked up and grin­ 
ned, but the form er president was 
not jesting. He was weary and 
wanted to see his daughter. 
Truman flew home, fatigued, be­ 
cause the chartered plane had to 
run west to Omaha to bv-pass a 
storm. All the way out and back, 
Truman worked 
on 
papers. 
It 
should be recorded that he made 
his last public appearance, before 
being bedded down last week, on 
a labor convention platform. 
This was no accident. Mr. Tru­ 
man came as close to being a labor 
president as is possible under our 
two party system. It was Mr. Tru­ 
m an’s constant delivery to t h e 
trade unions which brought about 
a quiet revolution inside labor— 
the abandonment of its traditional 
neutrality 
in 
presidential 
cam ­ 
paigns and the merging of labor 
leaders w i t h a good part of the 
Dem ocrats’ political m achinery. It 
is not inconceivable now that a 
labor leader will some day have a 


second place on the party’s nation­ 
al ticket. 


TRUMAN IS GENUINELY fond 
of Petrillo and most of the other 
top labor chiefs. But the tie is 
stronger than hail - fellow well 
m et. Trum an sees labor as part of 
a 
winning political 
partnership. 
And he became ill wooing it for his 
party in the past few months. 
He has felt this way, it seems 
to me, ever since the 1944 Demo­ 
cratic convention, when the AFL 
and 
the 
Railroad 
Brotherhoods 
backed him for the vice - presi­ 
dential nomination as “ the second 
Missouri Compromise.” 
Before the end of 1945. less than 
eight months after he took office. 
Trum an seized more than 12 pe­ 
troleum refineries, machine works, 
coal mines, textile mills, rubber 
plants, railroad and truck lines < in­ 
cluding the entire Chicago trucking 
industry! 
to 
prevent 
their 
be­ 
ing shut down by strikes. And, of 
course, each time the unions got 
most of w’hat they had demanded. 
Only once did he battle labor. 
That w’as the day he went up the 
Hill to ask that striking railroad 
workers be drafted into the Army. 
I learned from those w*ho were in 
his private office then that the one 
thing he feared inside labor, as 
well as elsewhere, was “ bigness” 
combined with tough and power­ 
ful leadership. 


HE TALKED frequently 
about 
John Lewis’ power and that of the 
railroad unions’ chiefs. When the 
railroad workers paralyzed the na­ 
tion’s lines, he got mad. 
This fear of too much power in 
labor was almost a phobia at that 
time. Then he eased up. The turn­ 
ing point came late in 1946 when 
the conservative wing in the White 
House led by Secretary of t h e 
Treasury Snyder lost to a group of 
New 
Dealers, 
including 
^D R ’s 
most devoted adviser. Judge Sam 
Rosenman. 
They had been battling over a 
presidential message. After t h a t 
struggle. Trum an's coalition with 
labor tightened. 
He had the knack of talking to 
labor people in their own jargon 
and he soon became an honorary 
m em ber of various unions. Not too 
long before he went to the hos­ 
pital. Truman was given a gold 
mem bership card in the CIO men s 
clothing workers. He wrote the un­ 
ion president. Jack Potofskv a let­ 
ter of thanks. The last sentence 
was: “ I haven’t sewed any but­ 
tons, yet!” 
Trum an could reach the union 
leaders — and they made a pow­ 
erful combine.

Sincere, Bipartisan U.S. Foreign Policy Vital

Words, just words? Or b a s i c 
principles of m orality in the con­ 
duct of world affairs? 
These are the two possible im­ 
pressions which a 
cynic or an 
idealist, respectively, can derive 
from a reading of the joint state­ 
m ent by President Eisenhower and 
Prim e M inister Churchill. 
There is every reason to accept 
the words as a new' “ Washington 
C harter” and as an inspiring step 
along the difficult road of present- 
day relations between allies. 
Some significant things r e a l l y 
have been proclaimed. 


THEY 
CAN 
BE 
summarized 
thus: 
1. America and Britain hold out 
the hand of friendship to all na­ 
tions “ which by solemn pledge and 
confirming deeds show themselves 
desirous of participating in a just 
and fair peace.” T h i s reaffirm s 
the American position and. by the 
em phasis on “deeds,” shows So­ 
viet Russia the way to peace. 
2. The principle of self - govern­ 
m ent is upheld and “ colonialism’’ 
in its w’orst sense is repudiated, 
because Britain and America will 
strive only 
"by every peaceful 
means 
to secure 
the 
independ­ 
ence of all countries whose peo­ 
ples desire and are capable of 
sustaining an independent exist­ 
ence.’’ 
* 
What is the good of granting in­ 
dependence to nations not ready 
for it and which can become the 
prey of a Communist aggressor? 
That’s a question America has 
asked before but it has n e v e r 
been so clearly answered as now. 
3. America and Britain continue 
their support of the United Nations 
and of existing international organ­ 
izations for common protection and 
security, and they “ urge the es­ 
tablishm ent and m aintenance of 
such associations of nations as w’ill 
best, in their respective regions, 
preserve the peace and independ­ 
ence of the peoples living there.” 
This gives renewed endorsement 
to the North Atlantic Treaty Organ­ 
ization 
and 
the organization of 
American s t a t e s . It also 
pro­ 
nounces a blessing on associations 
like the Southeast Asia Treaty Or­ 
ganization that m ay be created in 
the future. 
4. America 
a n d 
Britain 
will 
“ with our friends" develop a n d 
maintain the spiritual, economic 


attain the objectives enumerated 
in the new charter. Every means 
will be sought to promote “ t h e 
fuller and freer interchange among 
us (that is, among our allies) of 
goods and services which will ben­ 
efit all participants." 


THESE PRINCIPLES m i g h t 
perhaps be regrettably disregarded 
in the interest of national exped­ 
iency some day but. having been 
written now explicitly and implic­ 
itly in the form of an American- 
British agreem ent at the highest 
level, they take on a solemnity 
which will not make easy in the 
future any violation of the pledges 
given. 
The written communique tells of 
high purposes and reflects an at­ 
mosphere of cordiality and under­ 
standing. There rem ain differences 
of approach and emphasis. 
Britain still feels inclined to deal 
with Red China but the so - called 
Locarno idea of a non - aggression 
pact is gone. 
American 
spokesmen 
m ade it 
clear that the United States could­ 
n’t agree to what is called the 
“ status quo" in the world — the 
confirmation of existing seizures 
or controls by Communist im per­ 
ialism or upholding the jurisdiction 
of colonial powers in every case. 
The Presidednt and Secretary 
Dulles took the sound position that 
America isn’t ready to sign any 
treaty obligating this country ei­ 
ther to fight a war to alert the ex­ 
isting order in any counry or to 
fight a war to preserve that status. 
This made a “ non - aggression” 


pact wholly illogical, and there is 
evidence the British visitors in the 
end saw’ the m atter the same way 
as do the American government of­ 
ficials. 


TIME WILL TELL whether the 
renew’ed efforts by Britain at con­ 
ciliating the Soviets will bear fruit. 
Meantime, it is essential that both 
political parties within the Unit­ 
ed States be united on foreign pol­ 
icy. 
It is unfortunate that the Demo­ 
cratic leaders, who themselves en­ 
gaged in a merciless attack on Sec­ 
retary Dulles when he first cam e 
back from Geneva, now should 
complain 
w’hen 
Vice 
President 
Nixon answers them in kind. 
A glance back at the newspaper 
clippings will reveal that Truman, 
Acheson, H arrim an, and certain 
senators and representatives I e t 
loose 
a 
patrisan 
barrage 
at 
the very moment when the Indochi­ 
na crisis was at its most delicate 
stage. 
It is not surprising that v i c e 
President Nixon last Saturday in 
a political address pointed out that 
the troubles accum ulated under 
the 
Democratic 
adm inistration, 
starting with its withdrawal, 
of 
moral support f r o m Nationalist 
China at a critical moment which 
led to the loss of China and the ul­ 
tim ate buildup of Red China as 
the aggressor in Indochina. 
Now that the partisans on each 
side have had their say. it is time 
to call quits and really make a 
sincere effort to carry on a bipar­ 
tisan foreign policy.

People are looking for all kinds of 
ways to continue smoking to avoid 
any harm ful effects.”

Rolling Exercise Slims Off Hipline Inches 


One shapely bride of five feet, 
who weighed just IOO pounds the 
day she tripped lightly down th e 
aisle, gradually piled on pounds un. 
til she tipped the. scales at 170. 
By dint of calorie dodging a n d 
rolling exercises, our model re - 
duced 50 pounds in seven months 
—and slimmed seven bulky inches 
off the hipline. 
What forced her to take action? 
A shopping trip for a dashing new 
suit. But that year, skirts were) 
pencil slim. In suit after suit, the 
coat fitted, but by no stretch of 
the goods could she struggle intoj 
the skirt. "It would take two ofj 
these skirts to go around my 42 
inch hips,” she lamented. 


BEFORE GIVING her program, 
we had better answer that puzz­ 
ling query as to why heft all goes 
to the hips in one figure and not 
on another. 
The answer is this — we inherit 
a certain frame as well as the 
normal variations of fat distribu­ 
tion under the skin. However, ex­ 
cess fat cannot settle on suscep­ 
tible spots unless the calories soar 
above individual requirements. 
So any time you are tempted to 
complain, "My weight all goes to 
hips — it runs in the family,” ) 
think about it this way: It takes 
excess food to make the fat to go 
to hips — or to an oyther place.! 
Our model rolled every morning 
for 15 minutes, changing the angle! 
bf the roll to bring pressure to 
bear on different spots. Her calor­ 
ies were also pared down to be­ 
tween 1.100 and 1,200 a day. The 
calorie curbing did the reducing, 
and the rolling put the smooth fin­ 
ishing touches on the hipline. 
The technique in rolling is to 
bring the weight to bear heavily 
on the spot which needs slimming. 
Begin with a straight roll. 
Lying on back on floor, a r m s 
down at sides, roll heavily o v e r 
to the thighline, then roll slowly 
back across the hips to the other 
thighline. Make it a rhythmic, slow 
roll, continuing for 25 counts. 
Change the angle slightly to 
bring the pressure all along the 
outer thighline. Lie on back on 
floor, arms extended at shoulder 
level, with knees slightly b e n t , 
heels together. Now roll the hips 
away over to the left side, then 
roll back again, slowly.

NEW YORK IJH — Death got up 
early this morning. 
As America began to celebrate 
the long Independence Day week­ 
end, Death promptly went on over­ 
time. 
For when mankind has a holiday 
for any reason, Death can know 
no idleness. He m ust tabulate a 
great human self-slaughter. 
And so it was Death rose early 
today. He had a lot to do in the 
busy days ahead. He had many a 
mortal rendezvous to keep on high­ 
way and byway, in homes and 
saloons, on pond and pavement, on 
mountain cliff and sum m er play­ 
ground. 
For Death had a double duty. He 
had not only his usual job to do, 
the escorting of the sick and old 
and life-worn across his pale fron­ 
tier. He had his extra holiday 
clients to attend to. The lost bat­ 
talion of the needless dead. 
On such days as these, Death, 
the fair weather friend of the fool­ 
ish, initiates new m em bers into the 
D.O.A. club. This club has no dues 
and no life m em berships. It is 
m ade up of unseeing holiday vic­ 
tims who are brought to hospitals 
and tagged with a card bearing 
three initials that stand for “ dead 
on arrival.” 
Yes, Death got up early this 
morning. 
For by 
next Monday 
night there are hundreds of Ameri­ 
cans he must meet and wave to 
their doom— a D.O.A tag. The po­ 
tential membership crop was large 
and the land was wide, and Death 
is conscientious. He didn’t want 
anyone who earned that tag to 
miss it. 
W herever Americans set out to 
celebrate the holiday, this skeletal 
comrade of the stupid and careless 
went right along for the fun. Anc 
here is what he will say to some. 
or perhaps is already saying even 
now: 
In 10.000 cars rounding 10.000 
curves, he whispers to the driver, 
“ Go on and pass that car ahead 
of you. Never mind what your wife 
is saying. What makes her think 
there might be another car com­ 
ing around the bend toward you 


anyway? Wives are always worry­ 
in g about something.” 
But on some of the curves an­ 
other car does come around the 
bend. There is a scream and a 
crash of metal. And Death says to 
the silent h u s b a n d , “ So long, 
sucker” . And he says to the silent 
wife. “ You’ll never have to live 
with another fool, d ear.” Then he 
walks over to the silent, huddled 
driver of the second car and says, 


i “Pal, I know you didn’t want to 
join our organization, but I am 
only taking m em bership, and this 
other guy nominated you. And now 
you belong.” 
Or Death puts his arm around a 
teen-age high school driver and 
says, “ Faster, kid. faster. Boy, 
you’re a real hot rodder. Sure, you 
can see clear in the moonlight. 
Let’s see how close you can com e, 
to that britkge abutm ent.” A mo­ 
m ent later the boy’s ribs are in 
his lungs, blood drowns his whim-* 
pers, and Death tags him and says, 
“ You know, I almost thought you’d 
m ake it. Well, even counting the 
funeral costs, I still saved your 
folks most of the $5,000 they’d put 
away for your college education.” 
And somewhere a m other at a 
picnic, busy fixing the lunch, is 
sure someone else in the family is 
keeping an eye on the child who 
toddles toward the lakefront. And. 
sure enough, someone is. “ Come 
in, little boy,” says Death from the 
water. “ I will catch you, and your 
m other will never, never forget 
you again. See the pretty tag I 
have for you?” 
An overweight man of 45 with a 
fading heart calls across the tennis 
court to his son, “Junior, I’ll beat 
you this fifth set or drop dead.” 
And as he wearily lifts his racquet. 
Death taps him and says, “ Drop.” 
Death waits on a darkened porch 
as a little girl in a filmy dress 
sneaks out with a sparkler in her 
hand. “ Go ahead a n d light the 
sparkler all by yourself.” coaxes 
Death. “ You’re a big girl now.” 
When the scream s die into si­ 
lence, Death hurries to a room 


where a holiday-lonely man. sick

Club volunteers do the clerical 
work and they have contributed 
m ore than 1.200 hours. 
In the past years m ore, than 
10.308 quarts of m ilk have been 
given and 378 children have been 
treated. D ental care has been pro­ 
vided for 38 youngsters and 
67 
tonsilectom ies h a v e been per­ 
formed. In addition, the clinic gave 
eye treatm en t and has 
provided 
glasses and corrective therapy for 
crossed eyes. Some 1.200 p rescrip ­ 
tions have been issued and filled.

Realizing the need for additional 
care for babies, the club c l i n i c 
com m ittee has donated an isolette 
and incubator to City Hospital.

Operate 111 Planes 
NEW YORK — A m erica’s col­ 
leges and universities operate 
a 
fleet of 111 airplanes in a com ­ 
prehensive a v i a t i o n education 
program th at utilizes t h e s e a ir­ 
craft in such varied occupations 
as airline pilot training, aerial a p ­ 
plication on s c h o o l farm lands, 
a ir m apping and photogram m etry. 
These planes log nearly 14,000 
hours in the air each y ear accord­ 
ing to planes, official publication 
of A ircraft Industries Association. 
The AIA conducted a survey of all 
states and territories to determ ine 
the type and am ount of aviation 
education available t h r o u g h the 
nation’s norm al educational facili­ 
ties. Forty-seven states a n d the 
T erritory of H awaii returned an­ 
sw ers to the surveys. 
The 111 aircraft are owned by 
schools in ll states a n d 
t w o 
schools, the U niversities of M issis­ 
sippi and Illinois, own helicopters. 
All but six of the rem aining air­ 
craft a r e single - engine utility 
planes which ca rry from two to 
five passengers. T h e others are 
twin-engine transports carrying IO 
or m ore passengers.
